The case which will be tried in 
the university's Moot Court, orig- 
inated in the February 2 column 
of Phil Shacklcton, the Sports Edi-

Insidious 

In this column, Shacklcton attack- 
ed the Law Students for attempting 
to establish their own intramural 
sports team, stating that there is not 
enough men for, nor interest In, 
a team such as the one proposed. 

In 'the Law Club's reply to the 
Column, they ask for a retraction of 
the "insidious Innuendo cbnccrning 
Mr. McGulnncss", the Instigator of 
Uic separationist move. 

The following edition of the 'Var- 
sity contained Shackleton's answer 
to this letter: "Needless to say the 
retraction is not forthcoming." 

When informed of the Law Club's 
libel suit the next day, Shacklcton 
said, "I'll just, plead Insanity," laugh- 
ed 'and walked away. '

Government 
To Construct 
Forestry Lab 

B.c. University 
To Receive Gift 
From Province 

Vancouver, Feb. '23- (CUP) 
— The Dominion Govcntmer.t is 
now prepared to' construct a 
forestry rcscircli depailincnt on 
tiic University of Briti&li Co- 
lumbia cndownicnt lands, at a 
cost of $600,000, it was announced 
recently. In addition to construct- 
ing this fuUy-cquIpped lab, the 
Dominion Government will donate 
annually a sum of $30,000 for Its 
maintenance and : operation, pro- 
vided the Provincial Government 
and the timber Industry would each 
contribute a like amount annually. 

Both the Provincial Government 
and the British Columbia Ltimber 
Association membership have ap- 
proved the whole plan and have 
agreed to assume their share of the 
contributions. - 

The government has further in- 
dicated its concern with regard to 
British Columbia forestry resources 
by expanding the reforestation 
program, the conducting of an ex- 
periment into the reclamation of 
legging debris and small trees left 
standing on the logged-over areas, 
and the reservation of timbered and 
scenic areas for park purposes. 

"The time has come when poli- 
cies of far-reaching character 
should be implemented to further 
conserve these resources," said 
Premier Hart. 

Another of the problems for the 
Laboratory 'will be research into 
the possibility of wood being used 
for plastics, explosives, alcohol, and 
sugar.' .W--/ :

Judy sioughton. introduced tlic 
second . candidate for the position 
ot Women's Union president. Dixie 
Andrews. She pointed out the fact 
that Dixie Andrews has for two 
years been ! re'presentative on the 
debating council, as well as a mem- 
ber of the War Council. The Glee 
Club and Chornl Society have also 
made up part of her actlvitiiis, while 
she is now secretary of the Outing 
Club and a member of Red Wing 
Society. .

'Human Behavior* 
Weekly Lecture - 
Held Last Night 

Last night, spcalting on "Job 
Misfits (Pcrsonnlity Difficu! 
tics)" i n Moyse Hall, Dr, Lydia 
G. Giberson affirmed that "Tlic 
spawning ground of tlic 'misfit' 

Is a vast and intricate network 
composed of sociological, physical, 
mental and psychological factors 
originating with management as 
well as with the individual em- 
ployee. . '."'Dr. Giberson Is a Fcl 
low of the American Psychiatric 
Association and Member of the 
American Association of Industrial 
Physicians and Surgeons, and a 
visiting lecturer at Yale, Columbia, 
New York, and Chicago Univer- 
sities, and Johns Hopkins Hospital. 
Her lecture was one of the series 
on "Human Behaviour and its Re- 
lation to Industry", sponsored by 
the National Breweries Limited, 
the speaker having come to Mont- 
real from New York for this pur 
pose. 

Supervision Needed 
Dr. Giberson pointed out that 
factors In the employee's physical 
surroundings such as poor lighting 
and ventilation, by subjecting <iic 
employee to more, than ordinary 
stresses, impair his morale and 
bring about Emotional upsets. Ef 
ficlency and productivity are great 
ly impaired by a sense of inse 
curity, anxiety, worry and fear. It 
becomes management's province to 
understand and attempt to correct 
these factors in order to achieve- a 
smooth - functioning enterprise. 
Hence, stated Dr. Giberson, "Man- 
agement's responsibility Is great In 
the picking of proper supervisors or 
forcqien." 

The nuisance value of misfits, 
whose symptoms arc often a direct 
play for sympathy and attention, or 
alibis for failure in a given situa- 
tion, increases in direct radio to 
their pyramiding mental s}'mptoms. 
In addition to the time they them- 
selves lose, by affecting sympa- 
thetically all those around them, 
they decrease the efficiency of a 
whole group by their presence.

Music Notes 



Tradition requires that, every., concerto lor 
solo Instrument and orchestra 'sHoUld give the 
soloist an opportunity to display his technical 
dexterity of performance and general musician- 
ship. Never before, in the experience of this 
writer, has a musician so completely shown 
these qualities as Yehudi Menuhin did left 
Tuesday night when he appeared at Plateau 
Hall with the orchestra ot Les Concert Sym- 
phoniques de Montreal under the baton of 
Desire Delauw. 

Mr. Menuhin played Beethoven's D major 
Violin Concerto, and in the Cadenza of the first 
movement he proved once again, that he ranks 
among tho world's foremost violinists, for tech* 
nlcally only very few men living today could 
have equalled such extraordinary skill. 

Not only the Cadenza deserves tho highest 
praise, but the whole Concerto was played 
wiU) such exquisite beauty, that this reporter 
was literally overwhelmed, as the light-hearted 
Rondo-Finale concluded the work. 
. The orchestra, under Mr. Defauw's leadership 
provided a tactful and excellent accompani- 
ment for Mr. Menuhin, especially In the second 
movement, marked Larghetto, wr.lch coiulsts 
of a series ot placid variation, which arc beau- 
tifully fatiiioned, and the theme ot which is at 
first sketched in by (he orchestra; then boldly 
outlined by the solo instrument, the string sec- 
tion of the orchestra; and Mr. Defauw's care- 
ful handling of the theme deserves much credit. 

The concert opened with the lovely "Leono- 
ren Overture No, 3" by Beethoven. One ot tho 
four overtures which Beethoven wrote for his 
opera Fidelio, "No. 3". has often been described 
as telling the dramatic story of Florcstan and 
Lconorc much more clearly than the opera 
itself; it is highly dramatic music, requiring 
much technical skill and precision of the or- 
chestra. Last Tuesday's jerformance of this 
work was not entirely satisfying, as the orches- 
tra's tempo dragged considerably and there was 
decided lack ot precision in the entry ot the 
born after the development ot the theme by 
the strings. 

The third work on tho program .was Schu- 
bert's Symphony No. 7 in C major. Divided 
into «four long movements, this work alto is 
very difficult. The first movement, marked 
Andante announces a thematic material, which 
is broadly developed by tho ; strings and then 
in turn the wind instrumeiiisr' It was well 
played by the orchestra, who kept the paco and 
timing correctly ItirOughout the movement. 

The second movement, marked Andante, was 
played too quickly, and the oboe, which' an- 
nounces the theme, plâyed with a definite lack 
ot feeling. ' ..., . );::. 

H»« third movement, a very; lovely Scherzo, 
with a great lyric quality was played very will, 
especially the cannonlcal statement of the sec- 
ond tlicme, between the violins ^nd the cellos. 

The last movement, marked simply "Finale" 
Is filled with a great deal of rather uninterest- 
ing matter, but in the hands ot Schubert it is 
presented freshly and with a great deal ot 
charm; again the orchestra dropped the tempo 
coiuiderably, but concluded the movement 
much belter than It wu begun.

Some Viewpoints on Classicism: 
(1.) The French Classic Muse 
Before piroceeding to a gener- 
al discussion of Classldcm, we 
should do well to define our 
terms, as usual; unfortunately, 
however, the definition and the 
connotations of tho word' have 
varied so much through the 
centuries, and have even with- 
in any given period been so 
uncertain, that this would be an 
extremely difficult task. The 
best that we can do is to remark 
that wc mean by that word 
neither eighteenth-century neo- 
classicism, nor the ' neo-neo- 
classicism of Charles Maurras. 
If anything, rather, wo Incline 
to the very flexible definition 
whereby one can ascribe the 
title of "classic" to any work 
which through its intrinsic 
merit has survived its own per- 
iod in men's^ estimation. 

Having mentioned Charles 
Maurras, I should like, before 
continuing, to discuss his opin- 
ions (and incidentally those ot 
many other critics) concerning 
the French "classic muse". We 
know very well tho whole for- 
mula and ritual which these 
critics repeat; that French life 
and art should be expressed In 
light, restrained, and sophisti- 
cated forms, and that-ergo-the 
French Revolution was a bad 
thing, Romonticis and Flaubert 
are bad and im-French, every- 
thing un-French Is "barbarian", 
and monarchy is the only polit- 
ical system for France. It is 
amazing how closely tho artistic 
and moral doctrine ot nc'o-clai- 
. slcism is linked with the polltl- 
ical doctrine of reaction. And 
the open farce ot the neo- 
classical demagogy is Just as 
obvious and Just as brazen as 
the racist "logis" of the Nazis.. 
Let us look a little more closely 
at the reasoning ot this neo- 
classical French school. 

The word "French" comes 
from ''Frank." The Franks were 
a tribe of Germanic barbarians, 
who conquered Gaul and over- 
whelmed the Roman colonial 
civilization which they found 
there. Thus the predominant 
elements ot the population of 
France consist ot Cells, Franks, 
and Normons (also a Germanic 
. tribo.) So that ethnically speak- 
ing France has no claim to 
classicism. If we examine now 
the philological lineage of the 
French language, wo will find 
that it docs stem directly from 
Latin; but no one would claim 
for Latin the lightness and the 
suppleness which Maurras 
claims tor French, at the same 
time as he arrogates unto his 
language the easy form which 
is again rather Greek than 
Latin. 

An now, let us look at the 
actual history ot French cul- 
ture, in order to sec how many 
of the really great* authors 
bear out Maurras' requirements. 
The "Chanson dc Geste," the 
medieval "Roman," and lyric, 
the writings of . Villon and 
above all of Rabelais, in other 
words, substantially the whole 
early period, presents a style 
approximately opposite to thai 
which he suggests:-^ the first 
two with their extended form, 
barbaric fantasy and intensity, 
the lyrics with (heir surcharg- 
ed emotionalism, and the "His- 
toires des Géants" with their 
unfettered vocabulary and fan- 
tastic, exaggerated satire. Then 
we have the period ot the 
Pléiadé. the seventeenth cen- 
tury — thé classical period, and 
the first halt of the eighteenth 
century — the neo-classUa] 
period. Now there is nothing 
.particularly noticeable in France 
having been under the domina- 
tion of neo-ciassicism in the 
oightcenth century, for all tho 
rest of western Europe experi- 
enced a similar influence. And 
alter that period, French litera- 
ture has run on romantic, na- 
turalistic, psychological, any- 
thing but classic lines, with men 
like ReuBieau, Stendhal, Flau* 
berl, Hugo, Zola and Proust. So 
that we are left withxone «en» 
tury of "classicism" — the 
seventeenth — as the excuse for 
tho whole misrepresentation 
of French culture which Maur- 
ras and his school have per- 
petrated upon popular opInion<>. 
The cultural history ot tho 
French has followed approxi- 
mately the same trends as that 
of tho rest of Europe; then why 
arrogate' unto themselves the 
classic muse — and «bove all, a 
clastic muse ot their own defini- 
tion? 

If, on the other hand, we 
look at tho' situation as it real- 
ly is, wè, will find for o fact 
that modern .Frénch, as a lan- 
guage, has « lighter rliythm and 
a word-stock which is smootll- 
cr, boUi in pronunciation and 
in connotation, than either Ger- 
man or English, tor Instance. 
Sut I see no reason y^y this 



quality— or defect— should be 
called "classic." And It is 
noteworthy that some of the 
greatest, the most sincere and 
the most original French auth- 
ors, these who have perhaps 
contributed most to and who 
>tand highest in the internation- 
al world of art. men like Flau- 
bert ,ind Rabelais, have battled 
consciously to overcome pre- 
cisely that tendency towards 
sllckness and superficiality of 
which Maurras is so proud. 

However, it is questionable 
whether, at least tor a very 
long time to come, such authors 
will find their fullest expression 
In the French language, for it is 
an instrument which la not made 
for Heavy duty, not only tech- 
nically speaking, but also in a 
spiritual sense. And I believe ^ 
that there is a direct link be- 
tween the latter fact and the 
circumstance that Franco was 
hardly touched by the Refor- 
mation, in other words, that she 
was not industrialized till very 
late, and is to this day not fully 
industrialized. The long repres- 
sion ot the middle-class till 1780 
resulted in a correspondingly 
half-sincere note In llteratpre 
(Voltaire, Beaumarchais), and 
slnco then the predominance ot 
agrarian elements and ot light 
Industry in the midst ot a world 
of heavy basic Industry, plus 
the conflict of apparent repub- 
licanism and dcep-Ecatcd, pow- 
erful concealed reaction, may 
bo associated with a similar 
effect. And I believe that un- 
less some radical changes occur, 
not least among which would 
be a change in tho basic econ- 
omy of France, the predomin- 
ant note in French culture will 
stiU be the light, tho polished, 
thfl witty and tho graceful, (cer- 
tainly not the "elassit", it we 
take as our classics Homer, 
Dante, or Shakespeare)— in the

Toronto, Feb. 24. — (CUP) — A 
packed-to-the-raf ters Athletic Night 
crowd saw the Varsity baslcetball 
team take its first defeat this sea- 
son as the mighty Detroit Tech 
machine administered a bitter 
66-3B dose Saturday night. Un- 
beaten this season, Detroit gave 
Varsity its first defeat in seven 
games. 

Tho Toronto team was not to be 
recognized as that which had 
swept all before it throughout tho 
season, as formerly ^ dependable 
scorers missed shots by the dozen.

"The . reaction of the popula- 
tion to. Leopold is fair— they be- 
lieve he meant well in surrend- 
ering and preventing more 
bloodshed, and the word that 
he is participating in the pas- 
sive resistance campaign ° has 
spread throughout tho country 

' and àided the cause. 
' "But because of the economic . 
and political chaos predomin- 
ant it is hard to judge what his 
position will be when Belgium 
is liberated. The people will 
be loyal, yes, but there may be 
some changes in royal powers. 
The royal children are safe in a 
private school with governesses, 
the last we had heard. 

"Cigarettes, cigars, clothes, 
food, metals, petrol, practically 
everything of value or personal 
comfort is tightly raUoned— 
much more so than here in 
England. Meat is seldom seen ' 
but food queues have for the 
most part been controlled and 
we know of no food riots al- 
though there have been rumors 
of such. 

"There have been some assasi- 
nations of German guards and 
political officers here and 
there but nothing on a large or 
organized scale. The new "V" 
for Victory drive may improve 
the situationi" Both boys grin- 
ned slyly. 

"Nazlfication of the country 
under the Rexists (Fascists)' has 
failed completely. Belgium is 
loyal to her democratic princi- 

. I pies and looks;.to the free goV^ 
ernment'in' London to' bring her 
eventual liberation. 

"There are, however, small 
political groups, particularly. 
Fascist sympathizers like the 
Rexists, who aid the Germans. 
And the Germans use the 'rov- 
ing labor' system (sending will- 
ing workers . anywhere for 
Reich war production). As a 
prize to be gained for helping 
them, families of such workers 

• receive increased rations and 
more freedom but the workers 
"themselves find only long hours, 
■ poor food and strict control 
awaiting them in the Nazi war

troops is excellent and their 
equipment of very high grade 
and In abundant quanUUes.
